O'Malley Sought Since July, 1933; 
Details of Kidnaping. 

O'Malley had been sought since 
July 19, 1933, when Percy Michael 
Fitzgerald, one of the ringleaders 
with O'Malley in the kidnaping and 
the subsequent unsuccessful effort 
to collect $100,000 ransom, made a 
statement of his activities. 

It was primarily as a result of 
Fitzgerald's statement that Federal 
agents and St. Louis police were 
able to clean up the case and gather 
evidence on which six persons were 
sent to the penitentiary, three of 
them, including Fitzgerald, for life. 

According to the statements made 
by Fitzgerald and Randol Eugene 
Norvell, Nameoki professional 
bondsman, who also is serving a 
life term, the actual kidnapers in 
addition to themselves, were O’Mal- 
ley and Mrs. Gracie Adams, also 
known as Chase, who is still a fugi- 
tive on the kidnaping as well as on 
a bank robbery charge. 

What Norvell Testified. 

Norvell, who told the whole story 
on the witness stand at Edwards- 
ville in September in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to lighten his own pun- 
ishment, asserted the kidnaping 
plan was conceived by O'Malley

1500 of 16,000 Butcher Shops Re 
ported Closed as Result of 
Housewives’ Protest. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—House 
wives continued their boycott of 
butcher shops into its second week 
today. They are protesting against 
high prices for meat. Unofficial 
reports placed the number of closed 
stores at 1500 out of the 16,000 re- 
tail meat stores in the greater city, 

of which about half are Kosher. 

The effectiveness of the consum- 
ers’ strike was largely in centers 
of Jewish population and directed 
against the Kosher shops. 

The meat retailers, some of whom 
were closed for lack of business 
‘and others in sympathy, were the 
innocent victims of the boycott. It 
is through them, strike leaders de- 
clared, that they are making a 
fight on packers who they charge 
are responsible for setting meat 
prices. 

Violence developed yesterday in 
Brooklyn and six persons were ar- 
rested. Four were held for ar- 
raignment today, accused of mo- 
lesting poultry buyers. One person 
was sentenced to two days after 
being found guilty of interfering 
with a policeman who attempted to 
break up a group of pickets.

Grand Jury Régrets Inability to 
Indict in Sewer Explosion— 
Favors Drivers’ License.

Court bonds in both eivil and 
criminal cases should hereafter be 


’ made in duplicate and the original 


placed in charge of one man in or- 
der to avoid the recurrence of bond 
thefts, the April term grand jury 
recommended in its final report to- 
day to Circuit Judge Williams. 

The grand jury pointed out that 
it had considered the disappearance 
of three bonds brought to light re- 
cently, one a bail bond taken from 
the office of the Circuit Clerk for 
Criminal Causes and two civil bonds 
taken from the office of the Circuit 
Clerk in the Civil Courts Building. 
One man in each office, the report 
said, should be entirely responsible 
for the custody and ultimate dispo- 
gition of the original bond. 

Referring to its investigation of 
the Mill Creék Sewer explosion, in 
which five PWA workers were 
killed, the grand jury urged legis- 
lation to make negligent acts, such 
as were alleged to have caused the 
explosion, punishable by “stiff pen- 
alties.” The explosion followed the 
dumping of oil and gasoline into a 
sewer. 

Sewer Explosion. 

The grand jury expressed regret 
at inability to return indictments 
in connection with the explosion, 


which it characterized as a “shock- 
ing disaster,” explaining it had 
been informed no conviction could 
be obtained under the law. It rec- 
ommended ‘further that city offi- 
cials devise some means designed 
to prevent recurrence of such a 
catastrophe. 

“The persons responsible,” the 
report said, “will receive no pun- 
ishment or at best a trivial pun- 
ishment if they are prosecuted and 
convicted under a city ordinance 
prohibiting the throwing of gaso- 
line into public sewers:” 

Deputy Fire Chief Lawrence 
Cornoyer and Thomas Dolan, a 
PWA worker, were commended for 
heroism in going into the sewer 
without gas masks to aid the in- 
jured and dying. 

Urges Drivers’ License. 


Its consideration of traffic acci- 
dents, the grand jury said, indicated 
an “imperative need for an automo- 
bile drivers’ license law if accidents 
are to be reduced.” A bill enabling 
municipalities to adopt drivers’ li- 
cense laws has passed both houses 
of the Legislature and is before 
Gov. Park for action. 


“Our experience in hearing facts 
about traffic accidents,’ the report 
continued, “leads us to conclude 
that this problem’ is one of the 
greatest facing officials in the State 
and the city, and we urge early en- 
actment of a drivers’ license law 
by the State so our people can use 
the public streets, safe from injury. 
It is unconscionable to permit per- 
sons who have been proved to be 
careless to continue to operate mo- 
tor vehicles.” 

The report pointed out that the 
jury had considered cases not 
strong enough to warrant indict- 


ments, but which might Have re-! 


sulted in suspension or revocation 


of the driver’s license had a license 
law existed. 
28 Indictments. 

In the course of its deliberations 
during April and May, the grand 
jury heard 252 witnesses, returned 
28 indictments and 11 no-true bills. 

It reported that the City Jail, 
Workhouse, Morgue, Bellefontaine 
Farms and Police Headquarters 
were in excellent condition. It -ec- 
ommended that fireproof structures 
replace temporary wooden buildings 
housing children at Koch Hospital, 
suggested planting of trees, flowers 
and shrubbery around the St. Louis 
Training School ‘and said the House 
of Detention was in need of repairs. 


PLOT TO BLOW UP COLT 
ARMS PLANT ALLEGED 


Hartford Authorities Arrest Seven, 
Four of Them for Bombing 
Executive’s Home.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 31.—A 
plot to bomb the Colt’s Patent Fire- 


arms Manufacturing Co.’s_ plant 
here was disclosed by authorities 
today. They said they would ask 
the Superior Court for warrants for 
the arrest of those involved. 

Seven men were taken into cus- 
tody, four of them in connection 
with the bombing of the home of 
Samuel M. Stone, president of 
Colt’s. The others were held in de- 
tention cells at the county build- 
ing. The State said it would ask 
their arrest on charges of stoning 
a worker’s home during the pres- 
ent strike at the munitions plant. 

The State will contend that orig- 
inally it was the plan of the plot- 
ters to blow up vital parts of the 
Colt’s factory, as well as Stone’s 
home, but that the heavy police 
guard at the plant prevented it. 


BOLIVIA WON'T NEGOTIATE 
AS A VANQUISHED NATION 


Foreign Minister Says Peace Con- 
ference Depend on Paraguayan 
Answer, 

By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, May 31.—Boliva 
is ready for a peaceful settlement 
of her chaco war with Paraguay, 
her Foreign Minister, Tomas Man- 
uel Elio, said today, but she will 
not enter peace negotiations as a 
vanquished nation. 

Such were the instructions of the 
Bolivian military command, which 
considers the country has resources 
and vitality to continue the hostili- 


ties for a long time, he said. 

“Now everything depends upon 
the Paraguayan answer,” Elio as- 
serted. “Bolivia does not want an 
unstable peace.” 

Luis Riart, the Paraguayan en- 
voy, was non-committal concerning 
prospects for calling a truce. 

‘The Paraguayan position is 
known,” he said. “It was expounded 
at Geneva and at Buenos Aires in 
communiques and publieations. The 
first condition after cessation of 
hostilities is demobilization and 
guarantees that fighting will be 
definitely suspended so it cannot 
be renewed. Then we can proceed 
to the creation of demilitarized 
zones in conformity with conditions 
to be discussed.”

VETERAN LIVED WITH BULLET 
IN BRAIN FOR 20 YEARS 


Was Never Found Until After His 
Death as Man Worked and 
Appeared Normal. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 31.—For 20 years 
William Hornby, a British war vet- 
eran, lived and worked with a bullet 
in his brain. Only after his death 
has the presence of the missile been 
disclosed to the astonishment of 
scientists and surgeons. 

While serving in Mesopotamia, 
Hornby, then 23 years old, was 
wounded in the back of the neck. 
After the war he returned to his 
career as a chemical worker, ap- 
parently in good health. In 1933 he 
developed curious symptoms. He 
suffered fits of unconsciousness, his 
head began to shake and then he 
lost the use of his legs and became 
completely helpless. Finally he lost 
his speech. 

The post-mortem showed that the 
bullet had traversed his brain, lodz- 
ing at the top of the skull against 
the membranes. The path ploughed 
by the bullet became calcified, form- 
ing a tunnel, and later the bullet 
dropped down through it to the 
bottom. Cerebral degeneration had 
been caused, the examining physi- 
cians decided, by absorption of me- 
tallic salts from the bullet.

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SHORTAGE OF SKILLED 
METAL WORKERS NEAR 


“Obsolescence and Mortality” 
Since Beginning of Depres- 
sion Given as Chief Reason 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 31.—A short- 


age of 123,257 skilled workers in 
the metal working industry is fore- 
cast by the National Industrial 
Conference Board if the industry | 
resumes “normal operations.” The | 
forecast is based on a survey of 287 | 
metal manufacturing companies, 
employing 115,260 wage earners. | 

The board estimates that there is | 
now a shortage of 19,034 skilled | 
workers in the metal working in- 


| 
dustry. It says it found a short- | 
age of 1193 skilled workers in the | 
287 companies surveyed. 

Reduction in the supply of highly | 
skilled labor, by “obsolescence and | 
mortality” of the workers at an_ 
estimated rate of 5 per cent a year, | 
resulting in a 25 per cent loss since | 
the beginning of the depression, is | 
one of the chief reasons given by | 
the board for the existing short- | 
age. The board also observes A | 
tendency to develop single machine | 
operators for special machines in | 
place of all-around mechanics capa- 
ble of operating any machine, 

Other Causes. 

Other causes given are: 

Deterioration in skill and 
fulness of more mature workers | 
through prolonked unemployment; 

Abandonment of industrial em- | 
ployment by skilled craftsmen in 
favor of other occupations; | 

Inadequate apprentice training 
hefore the depression, aggravated 
by suspension of many apprentice- 
ship programs since it started; 

Code restrictions on apprentice- 
ships, and industry's inability, he- 
cause of business uncertainty, to as- | J 
sure continued employment, influ- 
enecing mechanics to remain on re- | 
lief. 

Suggestions Made to Board. 

Suggestions made to the board 
by industrial management to rem- 
edy the situation, included: | 

Further improvement of machine 
fools to make them more automatic 
and thus to reduce the need for 
skilled labor. | 

Allocation of Government expendi- 
tures to finance the training of un- 
employed labor and abolition of the 
NRA code. limitations on working 
hours. 

The board recommends “a com- 
prehénsive and efficient system of 
apprentice training.” It says indus- 
trial employers recognize the ap- 
prenticeship must be made more 
attractive than in the past by as- 
suring the apprentice an all-round 
mechanical training, by offering 
him the prospect of satisfactory 
earning power, stability of employ-.

FEDERAL PURCHASE OF FARM 
MORTGAGES SOUGHT IN BILL 


Land Would Be Given to Home- 
steaders, According to Plan of 
Georgia Congressman,

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Crea- 
tion of new free iand for farmers, | 
with a possible Federal expenditure 
of 10 hillion dollars, and outlawing | 
of the farm mortgages were pro- | 
posed today in a bill introduced by | 
Representative Peterson (Dem.), 
Georgia. 

The Government, under the meas- | 
ure, would acquire. vast lands 
throughout the country by pur- | 
chase of farm mortgages, and | 
homesteaders would get without 
cost plots as large as one family 
could cultivate. Federal law would 
prevent the homesteads from ever | 
again being mortgaged. 

In a formal statement Peterson | 
said: 

“This measure will again make/!] 
our farmers free and prosperous. It | 
will give them back their homes. 
and their right to live in their farm | 
homes as they please and grow 
what they please without being dic- 
tated to-by landlords, loan com- 
panies, Government officials or 
anyone else. 

“We are rapidly degenerating 
into a nation of tenants, and serfs, 
and our free institutions cannot 
survive unless our people are again 
established in their farm homes, 
free of debt. 

“This bill provides that the Gen- 
eral Land Office purchase farm 
mortgages now outstanding or that 
have been. foreclosed since Jan. 1. | 
1920; liquidate farm debts: and 
give adequate farm homesteads, | 
free of debt, back to deserving farm 
families.”

powers of the Government. 

“It is senile nonsense,” he assert- 
ed, “to discuss adequate regulation 
by the several states acting inde- 
pendently. The manufacturing end 
of a business may be intrastate, but 
its sales activities usually are inter- 
state. Prices at which goods are 
sold in other states may be deter- 
mined by the wages and hours of 
labor prevailing in the manufacture 
of the articles. In other words, 
business practices now subject only 
to State control affect prices and 
markets throughout the country.”

MARKETS AND MENUS 


Homegrown Vegetables Now 
in Markets Compensate for 
Meat Price Rise. 


Meat prices have soared during 
the past week, but there are enough 
fresh vegetables from the outlying 
districts coming into the market to 
more than compensate. This week's 
menu has been made with one eye 
on the budget and the other on bar- 
gains. 

We suggest for Sunday’s dinner 
broiled steak with mushrooms. In 
fact, the Sunday dinner will take as 
little effort as possible, for there 
isn’t any reason why mother should 
be tied to the kitchen on that day, 
with the nicer weather coming on. 
For the mixed greens salad for the 
evening meal, a_ festive addition 
should fitd a welcome. Anchovies, 
either curled or in filets, give a cer- 
tain tang to the salad and can be 
mixed-as the salad is mixed in the 
bowl. 

Pot Roast for Tuesday. 

For Tuesday's dinner we have se- 
lected pot roast of beef with a view 
to being thrifty. Buy a good- sized 
piece of rump or chuck. The thrifty 
housewife will devise two additional 
meals from the leftovers which her 
family will hardly recognize. The 
ragout of beef with rice is one, for 
Wednesday's dinner, and the cro-

Add a little 
water if you like a lot of gravy, 
and thicken with flour when ready 
to serve. 
Hot Cereal for Breakfast. 

We still recommend hot cereal, or 
at least one hot item, on the break- 
fast menu. The tendency to cold 
foods as soon as the warmer weath- 
er comes along is not a very good 
one. Our day still depends on the 
breakfast. Heat-creating starches 
may be dropped gradually from the 
menu. Cold cuts for dinner and 
vegetable salads are highly recom- 
mended. Vegetables are at their 
best just now and it is a good idea 
to use them as often as we can. A 
vegetable salad with a grated or 
raw carrot is always acceptable. 


Lemon Blanc Mange. 

To make the dessert for Sunday 
night’s supper, dilute five table- 
spoons corn starch with one-fourth 
cup cold water. Add three- fourths 
cup sugar and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt to two cups boiling water and 
combine the two mixtures. Bring to 


‘the boiling point, stirring constantly, 


and boil for five minutes. Cool 
slightly, add two egg whites beaten 
stiff and one-third cup lemon juice. 
Dip a mold in cold water and turn 
in the mixture. Chill and serve 
either plain or with a sauce. 

With home-grown turnips on the 
market, we can serve them without 
fear of encountering any unpleasant 
woody quality. Don’t throw away 
the leafy green tops. These may be 
cooked as a green or may be cooked 
and creamed with the turnip globe. 
The sun has not yet made these 
greens bitter and it is a good idea to 
take advantage of the iron they 
offer.

NEW CABBAGE MAKES 
LOW-COST MEAL 


Panned, Baked, Boiled or Used 
Fresh as Basis for Salads 
It Is Excellent. 


Cabbage is cheaper again, as we 
would expect with the new crop 
now well along. Since January 


there has been “new cabbage” from 
Florida. Then came _ shipments 
from Texas, Southern California, 
Mississippi, and South Carolina. 
Now these shipments are falling 
off, but North Carolina, the Nor- 
folk district of Virginia, the East- 
ern Shore of Maryland, and Ten- 
nessee are shipping carloads’ of 
cabbage every day. 

“New cabbage” is plentiful on the 
markets, and by the time the 
southern shipments are over, north- 
ern gardens will furnish a new crop 
of their own. And finally, along 
about August, will come the late, 
or main crop to be harvested and 
stored for winter, or made _ into 
kraut. 

Use It Fresh. 


Meantime, we will use up the 
“new cabbage” crop. It is grown 
to be used fresh, and not for stor- 
age. It is not the kind of cabbage 
that can be stored. For this early 
crop truck gardeners plant quick- 
growing varieties, such as_ the 
Charleston Wakefield, Early York, 
or Winningstadt, and the Jersey 
Wakefield, the pointed cabbages; or 
the round Copenhagen cabbage; or 
the flat “Dutch” and “Succession” 
varieties. For home gardens a 
great favorite is another Dutch va- 
riety, “Glory of Enkhuizen.” 

“New” cabbage, “by the way, is 
not immature, like “new” potatoes.

Baked Cabbage. 


You may prefer your new cab- 
Cut the head in 
serving portions, or in halves, or 
quarters, as you please. Cook 
slightly, in a little water. Put the 
pieces in a baking dish, cover them 
with a rich cheese sauce, sprinkle 
with bread crumbs. Bake for a few 
minutes, until the mixture is thor- 
oughly heated and nicely browned 


on top. Serve from the baking 
dish, 

Then there is cabbage cooked in 
milk. A quart and a half of 


shredded cabbage, cooked for about 
2 minutes in two -cups of milk. 
Then add a cup of top milk or 
cream, and a thickening of flour 
and fat (three tablespoons of flour 
to three tablespoons of melted fat), 
salt and pepper to taste. Cook 
rapidly for three or four mifutes, 
Stirring constantly. The cabbage 
retains its crispness, is delicate in 
flavor and color, and you have a 
very nutritious dish. 


Lamb With Mushroom Sauce. 


Melt two tabpespoons butter, add 
three tablespoons flour and blend 
well, then add one-half teaspoon salt 
and one can mushroom soup.

GOOD SALAD REQUIRES 
PROPER DRESSING 


Interest May Be Created by 
Addition of. Plain 
Dressings. 


A salad without the proper dress- 
ing is like soup without salt. No 
matter how tasty or interesting the 
salad is, nor how much effort you 
expended to make it look like a 
picture, if the tang is not there you 


may count the course a failure 
rather than the hoped-for success. 

Salad dressings are important 
whether you buy them in neat jars 
or whip them up yourself. Begin- 
ning with such a simple foundation 
as Mayonnaise you may turn out 
all manner of variations. French 
dressing, too, lends itself nicely to 
all manner of changes. 

New Vinegar Adds Zest. 

For a green salad French dress- 
ing is about perfect. Served on in- 
dividual salad plates or mixed up 
in that salad bowl that is the de- 
light of your life you can ask for 
nothing finer than the oil dressing 
with the tang of garlic and perhaps 
a nip of cayenne, If you mix the 
dressing yourself try tarragon vin- 
egar instead of the usual cider 
or white vinegar and if you want 
to give your guests a real treat ob- 
tain by hook or crook some wine 
vinegar. 

Fruit salad or salads that com- 
bine the dessert course need their 
own kind of dressing. Usually it 
is mayonnaise with the addition of 
some fruit syrup and whipped 
cream. 

Here are a few variations on the 
mayonnaise theme: 

Horseradish Dressing. 

To one cup of mayonnaise dress- 
ing add three tablespoons horse- 
radish. Mix well. Serve with chick- 
en or vegetable salads.

Men are particularly fond of hot 
breads for we've seen their eyes 
light when there was mention of 
biscuits or corn pone for breakfast 
Or supper. Hot breads are the 
mainstay of southern meals and we 
are just far enough south to have 
our opinions tinged with some of 
this that food faddists term heresy. 
Corn Meal Used. 

Corn meal is the main ingredient 
and we wonder if there is anyone 
alive who has not thought back 
with a sort of hungry reminiscence 
to hoe cakes or corn pone served 
with sizzling ham or bacon.

THE 30-HOUR-WEEK BILL REAPPEARS. 


Immediately after the Supreme Court had knocked 
out NRA, Senator Black began dusting off his 30- 
hour-week bill, which has reposed quietly in a pigeon- 
hole since April, 1933. It will be recalled that the 
Black bill was, in a sense, the progenitor of NRA. 
Senate hearings on it were held in January and 
February, 1933, but no action was taken. Coupled 
with the Connery bill, it made its appearance at the 
special session following Mr. Roosevelt’s inaugura- 
tion and passed the Senate on April 6. The admin- 
istration then made known its disapproval and 
asked Congress to accept in its place the National 
Industrial Recovery Act. : 

The Black bill would bar from interstate commerce 
goods produced by firms working their employes 
more than 30 hours a week. It also seeks to reach 
many intrastate industries by demanding a 30-hour 
week in all firms dealing with the Government, di- 
rectly or indirectly, or borrowing from it. The 
Alabama Senator expresses confidence that the bill 
is constitutional, but in view of the position taken 
by the Supreme Court in the NRA and other cases, 
his confidence would appear to be a triumph of hope 
over experience. 

Analogous to the Black bill is the child-labor law, 
rejected by the Supreme Court in 1918, in which Con- 
gress attempted to bar from interstate commerce 
goods produced by child labor. Justice Day held that 
this was not “a regulation of interstate commerce,” 
within the meaning of the Constitution's commerce 
clause, but an attempt “to standardize the ages at 
which children may be employed in mining and man- 
ufacturing within the states.” In short, he held that 
Congress was seeking a social end through means 
transcending its constitutional authority. 

The railroad pension law, recently declared un- 
constitutional, was likewise based upon the right 
of Congress to regulate interstate commerce. But 
Justice Roberts, speaking for the majority, said: 

We feel hound to hold that a pension plan 
thus imposed is in no proper sense a regulation 
of the activity of interstate transportation. It 
is an attempt for social ends to impose by sheer 
fiat, non-contractual incidents upon the rela- 
tion of emplover and employe, not as a rule 
or regulation of commerce and transportation 
between the states, but as a means of assur- 
ing a particular class of employes against old-age 
dependency.

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SENATOR LONG AND THE PILGRIM FATHERS. 

Perhaps Huey Long, who has already written one 
textbook for his Louisiana schools, is going to try 
his hand at history, with revisions according to the 
Kingfish. We have in mind the odd lot of great 
names which he invoked in support of his “share 
the wealth” scheme. Among them were the Pilgrims, 
with particular reference to “Paragraph 5” of “the 
contract of those Pilgrim Fathers.” 

That paragraph, which he quoted in a radio speech, 
provides that ‘“‘capitall and profits, viz.: the houses, 
land, goods and chattles,” be divided “betwixte the ad- 
venturers and planters at the end of seven years at 
Plymouth.” It shows, Senator Long says, that his 
scheme would “save this country as the Pilgrims 
intended it should be saved.” 

Unfortunately for him, it shows nothing of the 
sort. It is not, as he seems to think, part of an 
agreement of the Pilgrims among themselves. It 
occurs in conditions imposed on the Pilgrims, or 
planters, by the Merchant Adventurers, or capitalists, 
who financed the venture. Those conditions, and the 
abandonment of some of them, have been cited with 
equal justification by opponents of “Communism,” 
from Gov. William Bradford down. 

Actually, they offer no support to either side. 
Sharing was imposed by the creditors for the bene- 
fit of the creditors, not the Pilgrims: The condi- 
tions would have reduced the Pilgrims to the status 
of indentured debtors. They meant, as Prof. Roland 
G. Usher comments, “something closely akin to serf- 
dom.”

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GIANT CITY STATE PARK.

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LAND’S AGELESS ENEMY. 

The recent dust storms dramatized a force that has 
been waging deadly war on the land since time and 
earth and water began. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace has told the story in terrifying figures of 
destruction. On the authority of a survey by the Na- 
tional Resources Board, he says erosion has ruined 
100,000,000 acres of land in the United States. That 
is equivalent of 625,000 farms of 160 acres each, or 
an area “nearly equal to the combined extent of 
Ohio, Illinois, Maryland and North Carolina.” Yearly 
the Mississippi dumps 400,000,000 tons of solid mat- 
ter into the Gulf of Mexico. : ' 

The Government has finally been aroused. The 
Soil Erosion Service, functioning through many 
agencies, is fighting erosion, on both public and pri- 
vate lamd. It has enlisted 19,900 farmers in the dem- 
onstration areas who have agreed to practice erosion- 
control measures, under the direction of specialists. 
Terracing atrip-cropping (alternate plots of sod 
and row crops) and erosion-resisting crop rotations 
are the standard means of defense. It is hoped to 
have erosion-control measures in operation, within 
10 years, on al! valuable land now seriously threat- 
ened; in 20 years to have control an established fact. 

In terms of money, erosion is costing the country 
$400,000,000 a year. Mr. Wallace thinks the estimate 
is conservative. Anyhow, it is an adversary that has 
been permitted too long to go unchallenged. A visi- 
tation such as the prairie states have.this year suf- 
fered creates an interested and earnest public opin- 
fon for an effort which otherwise might have been 
regarded as a conservation plan, admirable, of course.

A HAVEN FOR HOMELESS MEN 


The Salvation Army Industrial Home Affords Refuge and Work 


By Virginia Irwin 


1934, Roy was sitting on a curb- 

ing, wishing for a cup of coffee, 
a bath, a clean shirt and a bed. He 
was tired of hoboing, and he was 
cold and hungry and half sick. His 
pants were out at the seat from 
riding the rods and the grime was 
an inch thick on his neck. Just a 
bum, thought Roy. Another hobo 
came along and sat beside him. 
They exchanged stories. The older 
man knew where Roy could get 
that bath and clean shirt if he want- 
ed to work for it. 


A few minutes later Roy stum- 
bled into the Salvation Army In- 
dustrial Home on Third street, and 
told his story. He didn’t want to 
be a bum. He'd work. Work at 
anything. The trouble was that 
nobody would hire him with his 
pants out at the seat. Besides he 
had no references. 


That was 15 months ago. Today 
Roy is chief cook and bottle wash- 
er at the Army’s haven for the 
homeless at 13 North Third street. 
He gets up the chow for 78 men, 
who, like himself, would rather 
work for their room, board and a 
couple of dollars a week, than be 
hoboes, bums, drifters. 

Everybody in the home has some- 
thing to do and everybody gets a 
weekly cash grant in addition to 
bed, board and clothing. The home 
itself is self-sustaining, the only 
one of the Salvation Army’s 16 ac- 
tivities that has that distinction. 


Thirty of the 78 men in the home 
work on the trucks. The driver of 
each truck has two helpers. They 
go about the city on their regular 
routes , gathering up old clothes, 
rags, newspapers, Magazines and 
furniture which more fortunate 
people are ready to discard, and 
haul it back to the Industrial Home, 
where it is sorted, reworked and 
sold. 

If a man has had training in re- 
conditioning furniture, he is put to 
work in the furniture shop. If he 
thinks he would like to tinker 
around with electrical appliances, 
the officers of the home let him 
work on lamps, clocks, radios and 
other electrical gadgets. If he isa 
cobbler, he goes into the shoe shop, 
and if he hag no aptitude for any 
particular line of work, he is as- 
signed to one of the thousand other 
tasks around the home. 

Bill is the man who sorts the 
rags and clothing. He has been at 
the home for more than five years 
and says he’s “always been treated

salesmanship ability the opportuni- 
ty to do their bit. 

Nothing goes to waste. A tapes- 
try that is too frayed to hang on 
the wall is cut down and used for 
upholstering a chair seat. Furni- 
ture that is to decrepit to sell is 
cut up for kindling. Even old bot- 
tles that come in with the rags are 
carefully put to one side and sold 
to junk dealers. The home exists 
entirely on what comes in as gifts 
and the proceeds from sales of sec- 
ondhand stuff. 

About the only eomplaint the 
management ever has is over the 
rule that governs the hour of re- 
tiring. A few of the young bloods 
feel that 11 p. m. on week days and 
11:30 p. m. on Saturdays and Sun- 
days is unreasonable. As far as 
beds, food and wages are concern- 
ed, everybody is satisfied. Break- 
fast always consists of hot cakes, 
all they want, or a couple of eggs, 
some potatoes, bread, butter, cof- 
fee and jelly. Lunch is a bit light- 
er—a stew or soup, with bread, but- 
ter, coffee and dessert. The eve- 
ning meal is really something to 
look forward to; it invariably

fine.” He, too, got tired of wander- 
ing around trying to find work, and 
intends to stay just where he is 
“until times get better. In a big’ 
room on the fourth floor Bill stands 
under a high-powered electric light 
with a green shade, dumps the junk 
out of burlap sacks on a long sort- 
ing table, and then arranges the ar- 
ticles in neat piles—the men’s cloth- 
ing here, the women’s there, chil- 
dren’s in another pile, and the rags 
in still another. The rags are sold 
to rag dealers, the clothing that 
does not need repairing goes to the 
sales room and the things that must 
be repaired go to the tailor. Inci- 
dentally, the boys are in need of a 
tailor at the present time. The work 
is piling up since the last tailor was 
invited to leave because he wore too 
many pants out in the evening, but 
never came back with more than 
one pair. : : 


RCH is the stove man. He

and makes them over until 
they look and cook like new. Arch 
has been at the home for a long 
time and he’s satisfied. He _ re- 
members a lot of cold winters on 
the road that were hard on his 
rheumatism.

The paper room furnishes work 
for a good number of men. The 
paper comes in off the trucks in 
burlap sacks and must be sorted 
and baled. The carpenter shop 
gives employment to another group 
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and the sales room gives those with

brings meat, two vegetables, des- 
sert, bread, butter and coffee. 

Showers, baths and dormitory 
are on the fifth floor, and the men 
have the privilege of doing their 
own washing if they prefer. The 
younger members of the home send 
their Sunday shirts out to be laun- 
dered and occasionally go to the 
barber shops for hair cuts, but the 
home is organized so the boys can 
live with a minimum of expense. 
They usually take turns cutting 
each other’s hair when there isn't 
a barber in the house. 


The Salvation Army Industrial 
Home is under the direct supervi- 
sion of Brigadier Gedrge Talbct, 
who is assisted by Captain Cyril 


Payton. Both feel that the Third 
street home is the ideal way to deal 
with men who have been unfortu- 
nate in finding their niche in life. 


“Tt is surprising,” Captain Payton 
says, “to find that mest men want 
to work. People think that men 
are bums or hoboes because they 
don't want to work. I believe that 
the average man likes to feel that 
he is independent and we try to 
give them that feeling here. A man, 
too, likes to feel that he has some 
place that he can call home. We 
have men here who have been with 
us years; most of them are with- 
out ties of any kind, and this is 
home te them.”

to save a little money and Captain 
Payton says it often happens that 
when a man dies, some relative will 
attempt to claim his bank account 
but refuse to accept his body. The 
home arranges a funeral for each 
person who dies there. 

The buélding which houses the 
Industrial Home is the property of 
the Salvation Army, but the Home 
receives no help from The Army. 

“In the winter we get behind with 
our bills,’ Captain Payton ex- 
plained. “Then in the spring and 
summer when sales are good in the 
second hand store and the boys on 
the trucks are able to collect more 
stuff, we pay off our back bills, 
and do a little more for the men 
than we are able to do when cash 
is low.” 

The men seem to be perfectly 
satisfied with their meager salary 
of a few dollars a week. “And why 
shouldn’t we be satisfied?” asked 
Old Mike in telling about his life 
in the Home. “We get everything 
we want. There’s even papers and 
magazines to read and a radio in 
the settin’ room and you get extra 
clothes and shoes to wear on Sun- 
day.” The younger men, although 
contented with their lot for the 
time being, have hopes of getting 
better jobs when “times get bet- 
ter.” 

The second-hand store gives peo- 
ple with limited means the oppor- 
tunity to buy things they need at 
reasonable prices.

Gravity Under 
Mark Twain's 
Jesting Ways

ARK TWAIN hated to be 
M known as a funny man, but he 

could not help it or get away 
from it. He paid the penalty of his 
humor. If he tried to be serious, 
nobody believed he was in earnest 
about it. 
As the quest for happiness is an 
unhappy quest, so the business of 
being a funny man is often dreary. 
If a man stands on his head once 
before an audience, they will expect 
him to do it all the time. 

Yet Mark turned his fate into a 
philosophy—he found that he could 
tell the bitterest, most biting truth 
and people would listen to it, pro- 
vided he told it in jest, as the old 
clowns rebuked kings. 

As a fact, he was profoundly seri- 
ous, even sad, all his rollicking 
humor, running to burlesque and 
buffoonery, being the foam and 
sparkle and glitter on the surface 
of deep habitual melancholy mind. 

For the same reason he told his 
best jokes with a face as solemn as 
an affidavit—it was a part of his 
technique. Then he would look sur- 
prised as his listener doubled up 
with laughter.” 

“You know,” he wrote, “I think 
when a serious thing is your own, 
you keep a saner man by laughing 
at it and at yourself as you go. So 
I do not write with all the really 
sickening gravity I feel.” 


When he did write gravely, he 
nearly always failed. Ever his fa- 
mous Soliloquy of the Russian Czar, 
and his awful! article on The Person 
Sitting in Darkness, fell flat; and he 
gave it up as a bad job. 

Only once did he really get out of 
his character as a funny man, and 
that was when he wrote his Me- 
moirgs of Joan of Arc—one of the 
loveliest books in the language 
and the least read of his writing. 


It had in it a fervor of love, if not 
of faith, an admiration akin to ado- 
ration for the shining soldier-saint; 
and it went straight to the heart 
alike by its beauty, its heroism and 
its pathos. 


It was his genius to see the ab- 
surdity of life, as it was his art to 
explode its pretense and mock at its 
vanity. But down below his laugh- 
ter there was a gentle, brooding, ex- 
quisitely healing pity.
